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THE QUTBREAK IN PARIS,
Deavire the sensational character of the
cabla despatches forwarded from Paris, it is
not probable that the insurrection in that
.oity will sssumo formidable proportions.
The whole tendency of modern improve.
ments and events has been #o inorease the
obstacles to the suocess of such outhreaks.
Napoleon has been a profound studsnt of the |
revolationary demonstrations in his eapital,
and he has spured no paina or expense to
make rovolt impossible. Not only has he
inoreased the efficiency of the police and the |
strangth of the military force stationed in
Paris to such an extant that resistance is well-
nigh hopeless, but he has destroyed, by his |
ohanges in the planof the city, the strongholds
of the barricade-builders, and rendered their |
heat efforts puerile if not totally ineffective,
A Tong as hie can be assured of the fidality of
his army he will have little to fear from snoh
demonstrations a8 were mads yestorday. The
natural desire to avoid unnecessary bleodshed
has prevented his soldiers from using their
firearms prematurely, but if the contest be-
comes sufficiently serious to justify an aban- |
donment of this scruple, the mob will be mas- |
sacred or dispersed. The Emperor is anxious
to suppress the demonstration by the
police nlone, and althongh they were
vepulsed from  one barricade, they
made many arrests, and a8 several
of the barricades were not defended, the zeal
of the insurgents seems to be already waning. \
Meanwhile the military are out in foroe, and
redady at any moment to act decisively if the
polica should be overpowered. It is only |
restrained by the desive of the Government |
to not with *‘prudence and humanity," to use |
the phrase chosen by M. Ollivier, and hy
Napolaon's wish teavoid the reproaches which |
would be heaped upon him if he slanghterad |
thousands of his own subjeots.

It is his object to make |
a figurative rather than a real martyr of him- |
solf, and he has none of the spirit of the |
beroes who demsand liberty or death. The |
cable despatch says that when he was arrasted
*he made no resistance and no appeals to the
orowd, although there was a great crowd of
people present,” aud on previons ocossions he
ovinced a similar disposition to avoid com-
plicity in forcible antagonism to the empire.
‘While his own followers cannot fail to |
notice, sooner or later, the contrast
between his words and actions, he is hated
and distrusted by all the moderats opponents
of Napoleon, and the fear that he might esta-
blish a red republic on the ruins of the am-
pire if it was overthown, is one of the most |
serions obstacles to a thorongh reform of the
I'renoh Government. Under the ciroum-
slanoes, the new demonstration will serve
only as another protest of the radicals of
Paris against Imperialism, and it is as likely
to give increased strength to the Napolsonie
dynasty as to weaken it.

THE FRANKING PRIVILEGE.

A gaear deal of very useless indignation and
wrath is being exhibited by certain members
of Congress agsinst the Postmaster-General
for his efforts to procure the abolition of the |
frapnking privilege, It may not be very con-
gistent for that official to have blank petitions
printed at the public expense, and forwarded
free by the mails nnder the frank of post-
masters, but the people of the United States
consider the franking privilege such a nui-
sance that they are willing to forgive Mr.
Oreawell for fighting our greedy law-makers
with their own weapons, It may be assumed
without hesitation that any member of Con-
grese who undertakes to attack the Post-
master-General in this matter is laboring for
the perpetuation of the frands that are perpe-
trated upon the tax-payers of the country
by moans of the franking privilege, and
that they are angry because, if that privilege
is abolished, thoy will not bo able to send their
dirty olothes home through the mails and have
them washed free of charge, but will be
obliged to have them renovated in Washing.
ton al rates yarying from one to two dollars
per doson. Indeed, the best argument that
oan be advanced in favor of the franking
privilege is the facilities it affords for Con-
gresamen to present a tolerably respectable
appearance; and we fear that if it is done
away with some of them would not be seen
with & clean shirt on from one end of asession
to another, unless a Congressional laundry
were to be established and imcluded in the
bill of expenses under the head of ‘‘sta-
tionery.”

Yesterday the franking priviloge was
brought up for diseussion in the House of
Hepresentatives by the efflort made to tack
on some amendments modifying the bill
p&aiadl few days ago abolishing the privi-
lege, and & number of the members took
occasion to give voice to their misery.

The speech
skotches in genoral terms Mr, Gladstona's
programme for the present session, without
committing him positively to any special
measure, although engaging to presa upon
the attention of Parliament certain reforms.
The Quesn at the commencement of her
speoch finds cause for congratulation in the
faot that thero is at the present time a great
disposition among the nations to resort to
the good offices of their allies in cases of in.
ternational diffieulties, which may perhaps be
considered as a hint to the United States on

the Alabama business, With rogard
to that wvexed question mno  direct
allusion is “mado, but her

Majesty remarks that friendly sentiments are
ontertained townrds England in all guarters,
and that these feelings she cordially recipro-
cates. All of whioh is very pleasant and eon.-
soling, and may be taken as an assurance that
England will not unnecessarily assume a bel-
ligerent attitude even towards the warlike
Winnipegers. One piece of good news is
conveyed to her Majosty's faithful subjects
in the announocement that the financial esti-
mates for the appronching fiseal year are
framed with a view of diminishing the charges
upon the tax-payers, the revenues having
answored all the expeotations formed at the
commencoment of the last session.

Her Majesty recommends the legislative
